World AIDS Day was on 
Sunday and most people you ask 
still couldn't tell you on what day 
it is celebrated. December Ist is 
the only international day of co- 
ordinated action against AIDS. It 
represents a time to reflect on the 
devastation caused by this world 
epidemic and to support the 
search for a cure. 

More than 10,000 people 
have been documented to be in- 
fected with HIV in Santa Clara 
County. There have been 1,924 
AIDS-related deaths since Santa 
Clara County first acknowledged 
the disease and began to keep sta- 
tistics in 1983. 

World AIDS Day was begun 
in 1988 at a world summit of na- 
tional health ministers who were 
concerned that discrimination 
against gays was preventing the 
development of effective methods 
of combating the spread of the 
disease and for investing in a cure. 
Five million more people will be 
infected within the next year, 
nearly half of them women. It is 
no longer a “gay disease.” It is 
everyone’s issue and ignoring it 
will not make it go away. 

Stigma and Discrimination 
Create Barriers 

Fear of discrimination may 
prevent people from seeking 
treatment for AIDS or from ac- 
knowledging their HIV status 
publicly. For this reason, statistics 
are consistently under-reported.

Esta semana Vicente Fox 
cumplió dos años en la presiden- 
cia de México, tiempo que para 
«algunos ha sido de “nulos re- 
sultados” y para otros “ha valido 
la pena”. Como dicen por ahí: 
“todo depende del cristal con que 
se mire”. 

En diciembre del 2000, uno 
de los presidentes de México, 
“esperado con más anstas” por 
millones de mexicanos que pe- 
diana gritos un cambio en el pats, 
realizaba su recorrido hacia el Pa- 
lacio Nacional, adonde cientos de 
personas se encontraban en el Zó- 
calo para saludar personalmente 
al primer mandatario de oposición 
en más de siete décadas. 

Ahora esa euforia ha perdido 
fuerza y de acuerdo con una en- 
cuesta realizada, la popularidad 
de Fox disminuyó en ocho puntos 
en el último año. Según estas cl- 
fras, en noviembre del año 2001, 
registraba un 57% de popularidad 
y en contraste, en noviembre de 
este año, sus simpatizantes baja- 
ron al 49%. 

Comenzaré refiriéndome a lo 
que opinan los líderes de los 
principales partidos políticos: 

El PRE opina que la admi- 
nistración de Vicente Fox “ha 
generado un saldo negativo en 
crecimiento económico. condi- 
ciones sociales y empleo”. Rober- 
to Madrazo dijo que en el 2000. 
México mantenía un crecimiento 
del 6.7%, mientras que en el 2002 
fue del cero por ciento. Hace dos 
años había una tasa de desempleo 
del 1.9% y hoy es del 3.1%". 

El líder agregó que ha sido 
“un gobierno de promesas vanas, 
que abusa de la publicidad y que 
actúa con frivolidad ante los 
problemas nacionales, que ha 
disminuido los gastos en educa- 
ción, salud, de los presupuestos 
locales y ha incrementado el gasto 
corriente en sueldos y la creación 
de nuevas oficinas. Debe al pars 
tres millones de empleos”. co- 
mentó Madrazo. 

Por su parte Rosario Robles. 
presidenta del Partido de la Revo 
lución Democrática, dijo: “No 


hay realmente una modificación 
de las estructuras de poder y de 
las políticas económicas y so- 
ciales que han prevalecido en los 
últimos 20 años. Fox debe hacer 
cambios en su gabinete para ga- 
rantizar el cumplimiento de sus 
promesas”. 

En contraste, Luis Bravo 
Mena, del PAN, lo defendió di- 
ciendo que “ha conducido en for- 
ma prudente, acertada y demo- 
cratica un proceso de cambio pro- 
fundo en el país, con estabilidad 
económica en un entorno interna- 
cional muy adverso”, consideran- 
do que Fox ha llevado a México 
a “destacar en el contexto inter- 
nacional y regional, como un país 
estable, positivo y atractivo”. 

En cuanto a la iniciativa pri- 
vada, las calificaciones que le 
otorgan al mandatario no son tan 
altas. En un sondeo de un medio 
de comunicación los empresarios 
criticaron “la falta de crecimiento 
económico, el rebote de la infla- 
ción, la incerudumbre en el sec- 
tor energético”. Se quejaron tam- 
bién del “poco crecimiento eco- 
nómico que frenó al crédito”. 

Arturo González Cruz, pre- 
sidente de la “Concanaco"(Con- 
federación de Cámaras Naciona 
les de Comercio): “Las promesas 
de campaña no se han podido 
cumplir. La relación que se ha da- 
do entre el Ejecutivo, Legislativo 
y Gobernadores y los propios 
Secretarios de Estado, contribu- 
yen poco a la elaboración de con- 
censos”. Pero reconoce que “la 


transparencia con que se ha mane- 


jado ha logrado abrir nuevos ca- 


nales de comunicación, algo que 
México no había visto antes en 
anteriores administraciones”. 

El analista económico. Luts 
Enrique Mercado opinó que: “Los 
dias de exito del mandatario pa 
recen haber quedado atrás. Las re- 
formas en materia educativa. 
energética, de un gobierno mas 
cercano a los ciudadanos, no se 
han cumplido”. 

Pero Vicente Fox aseguró, 
“México avanza con paso firme 
y con un proyecto que descansa 
sobre tres grandes ejes: la go- 
bernabilidad democrática. la 
inclusion social y una economía 
con rostro hamano”. En programa 
de radio el Ejecutivo también co- 
mento que “estamos en ruta y con 
itinerario bien definido. vivimos 
un proceso de cambio dentro de 
un clima de tranquilidad, de paz

When the old ones made the 
people long ago, they wondered, 
“What will they eat?” They sent 
Quetzalcoatl to look for food. One 
day, he saw a red ant carrying 
something on its back. It was a 
kernel of corn. He asked the ant 
where he got that food. The ant 
responded. “Over there in suste- 
nance mountain.” Then Quet- 
zalcoatl turned himself into a 
black antand followed the red ant 
into food mountain. That's how 
the ant helped him find corn. 

From the mountain, Quet- 
zacoatl brought corn, beans and 
squash. Native cultures call them 
the three sisters. They are often 
planted together. Among Mexican 
indigenous food, there are also the 
“Siete guerreros,” Or seven War- 
riors. These nutritional guardians 
are maguey, cactus, chile, beans. 
squash. corn and amaranth. 

Amid the holiday season, in- 
digenous people celebrate the har- 
vestand the life cycles of the earth 
and sun. Many celebrations are 
based on the agricultural cycle, 
giving thanks for what the Earth 
has given us. Indigenous food 
helps us connect to our grand- 
mother Earth. We are what we eat. 
(So stay away from genetically 
modified corn!) 

The corn tortilla is golden like 
the sun. We eat a little bit of the 
sun every day with tortillas de 
maiz. As the woman (or man) pats 
the tortilla back and forth. the en- 
ergy is given to the food. Don 
Aurelio, a Nahuatl curandero 
(healer), says. “This ts one way 
that energy 1s passed throughout 
the family and community.” 

Corn silk tea cleanses kid 
neys. and the husks have several 
uses as tiny mats and containers. 


Corn tortillas are a great source 


of calcium. 

] have learned much about 
indigenous nutrition from my 
teacher Isabel Quevedo, who told 
us about the siete guerreros at 
Mexico’s Nahuatl University. We 
learn in the place where many 
teachings are passed — in the 
kitchen, while eating. 

In ancestral books, the squash 
seeds symbolize women’s fertil- 
ity. Like a squash, we're born with 
all our seeds. Fall squash, in par- 
ticular, is a great source of vita- 
min A for the skin and immunity. 

Eat beans five times a week, 
and you may lower your risk of 
cancer. 

El nopal (cactus) is God's 
food. Its slimy baba and leaf hold 
the medicine to naturally balance 
insulin, fight off viruses and 
strengthen the heart. When doc- 
tors gave Grandma only months 
to live because her heart was tired, 
we cooked her fresh nopales ev- 
ery day and fed her chilito and 
Jell-O. My grandma lived another 
three years. 

Chiles have lots of vitamin C, 
and are great for colds, arthritis, 
depression and pain (when com- 
bined with other herbs). And their 
ability to strengthen circulation 1s 
good for the heart. 

Finally. amaranth — the most 
complete of all grains — is return- 
ing to our kitchens. Isabel 
Quevedo says Europeans thought 
its deep red flower looked like 
blood. It was so heavily relied 
upon in indigenous cultures and 
used in ceremonies that Europe- 
ans forbade its growth. “But it 
was grown in secret.” Quevedo 
says. “no one would starve or 
need meat if they ate this grain.” 
Its great for atole and avena por- 
ridges. | cat it for breakfast and 
add it to Mexican chocolate. It 
strengthens the heart. 

Ot course, the best ingredient 
we pul in food when we cook is 
love. 

The last time we were at 
Nahuat! U.. we heard the old sto- 
ries on our way to breakfast. 
“There's a lot of Quetzalcoatl 
here.” said Quevedo as we 
watched red ants carrying fat ker- 


nels of corn 


Method to his madness — why

Hardly a day after 9/11. some 
Internet prankster put up a com 
posite picture of President Bush 
wearing a big. white turban. At the 
time it was justa joke in bad taste. 
But now it seems the Muslim 
Middle East obsesses Bush and 
just about all of political Washing- 
DIE: 

Sigmund Freud noted that 
some of his patients could not stop 
talking about those who inflicted 
great pain on them. He called it 
“identification with the aggres- 
sor." George W. Bush keeps talk- 
ing a lot about an evil Saddam 
Hussein and the world’s need to 
destroy him. On the other hand, 
he talks much less about Osama 
bin Laden but much more about 
his organization “al Qaeda.” Does 
this mean that Bush suffers from 
a neurotic fixation on Saddam? 

During the entire post-World 
War II period, never has an Ameri- 


can president so vilified an adver- 
sary. But during World War II, 
Franklin 


Roosevelt, whom many historians 


President Delano 
regard as one of the shrewdest of 
all U.S. presidents, similarly vili- 
fied Adolf Hitler. 

FDR’s rhetoric against Hitler 
increased in intensity after the 
Casablanca summit meeting with 
Churchill in late January 1943. 
There the two leaders decided to 
demand Hitler's “unconditional 
surrender.” What sparked that de- 
cision was the upcoming surren- 
der of thousands of German 
troops to the Soviets in Stalingrad. 
FDR and Churchill were terrified 
that Hitler and Stalin might make 
a bilateral deal to end the war, 
leaving Britain and America alone 
facing Hitler's armies. 

Prior to Casablanca, Ameri- 
cans were mostly determined to 
avenging the Japanese attack on 
Pearl Harbor. But after Casa- 
blanca, the European war became 
the Anglo-American priority. 
Stalin accepted the demand for 
“unconditional surrender,” and 
Hitler — like Saddam — became 
completely isolated. 

President Bush has made it 
clear his priority is to destroy 
Saddam Hussein. When Bush 
went to Moscow after the recent 
NATO meeting, Russian president 
Vladimir Putin implored him to 
concentrate on his war on terror-

Coyotes win 
immigration struggle 


Editor’s Note: Omar, a re- 
tired high school teacher in Gua- 
temala, is a well-known figure in 
the tiny mountain community of 
Santa Eulalia, half of whose fami- 
lies now have members working 
in the United States. He's a re- 
cruiter for the “coyotes,” part of a 
network of people who send im- 
migrants to the United States. He 
told PNS associate editor David 
Bacon (dbacon @igc.org) how the 
system works. His last name has 
been omitted to protect him from 
arrest during visits he still makes 
to his daughters in the United 
States.

Santa Eulalia, Guatemala— 
The “coyotes” are the real win- 
ners. Eight or 10 years ago, they 
were paid $1,000 to $1,125 to help 
people here make the trip to the 
United States. Nowadays, they 
charge up to $5.625. In Guate- 
mala, this is enough money to start 
a serious business. 

In order to come up with it, 
people have to offer their houses 
as security and sell their land. 

There are usually two ways 
people travel. One ts through 
Mexican territory, overland, in a 
van or a car. People have died be- 
cause the vans are completely 
sealed. The majority of people 
leaving Guatemala come from the 
high plateau, where it’s very cold. 
For them, crossing the border 
alone through the desert Is a sure 
death. 

Today there are also coyotes 
who take people by air. They rent 
a plane in Mexico and take eight 
or 10. The first stop is Tuxtla 
Gutierrez, in Chiapas. They make 
several other refueling stops on 
the way. 

This is an open business. 
Pretty much any person can point 
out someone they think is safe to 
take you to the border. Sometimes 
people look for me and ask me for 
a safe contact. I give them a tele- 
phone number, and they make the 
call. Before you know it, they're 
gone. 

Being a recruiter is a job, just 
like a real state agent. They tell 


you what the trip costs, the travel 
conditions, and if you'll travel by 
land or air. They tell you to take a 
change of underwear, only one for 
the whole journey. There’s no time 
to take a bath or change clothes, 
and you eat whatever you can. 
You're taken to hotels, maybe not 
good quality ones, but you sur- 
vive. They give you telephone 
numbers to call to make arrange- 
ments wherever you are. 

After people know a coyote 
can produce results, he gradually 
increases the price, raising it by 
$125 (1,000 quetzales), then an- 
other $125, and then another. The 
coyotes communicate and decide 
on the price. When it's more diffi- 
cult to cross, they ask for more. 

Nowadays, it’s very hard to 
get a visa. Perhaps out of 1,000 
people, only 20 get one. So this is 
the law of the market: when 
there’s more demand, the prices 
rise. 

Here in Guatemala, the coy- 
ote charges about $1,875 to cover 
all the expenses for the trip from 
Guatemala to the U.S. border. At 
the other end, another payment of 
$2.000 to 2.500 is made. Every- 
body gets some of that — the coy- 
ote, the recruiter, and the guide 
who travels with the people. 

This system has changed 
things a lot. In 15 days, a coyote 
can make over $600 per person, 
or over $6,000 for taking 10 
people. For the average person 
here, 1 takes more than a year of 
work to earn that much. When 
people see that a coyote has a two- 
or three-story home, good cars, 
and lives in luxury, they want the 
same things. So they take the road 
to the United States. 

A coyote is a businessman, 
simply doing a job. Nothing ille- 
gal is taking place. It’s illegal to 
cross the border, but inside Gua- 
temala no laws are being broken. 
There's no need for him to bribe 
the authorities in order to operate 
freely. 

Nevertheless, his money does 
give him power in his own com- 
munity. Some coyotes even fi- 
nance political groups so that no-

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Conflict, strike dividing Venezuelan society to continue 


Caracas, (EFE).- A polarized 
Venezuelan society on Thursday 


faces its fourth consecutive day of 


work stoppages that the opposi- 
tion hopes will eventually pres- 
sure President Hugo Chavez to 
hold a referendum on whether he 
should remain in power. 

While the indefinite general 


strike that began on Monday has. 


been showing signs of weakening 
in the business community, popu- 
list pressure has increased with 
massive street demonstrations 
providing scope to the 
opposition's pressure measures. 

“We announce to the country 
and to the world that the civic 
stoppage will continue,” Demo 
cratic Coordinator spokesman and 
Venezuelan Workers Confedera- 
tion (CTV) president Carlos Or 
tega said in a press conference 

The union leader, who once 
again refused to specify how long 
the strike would last, said that the 
results of the three-day stoppage 
to date were “highly positive for 
the immense majority of the na- 
tion.” 

He said that the pressure tac- 
tic begun on Monday reflects “the 
Venezuela's need for the negotia- 
tions to definitively put in place 
and agree to the holding of a con- 


Opponents of Hugo Chavez's regime protest against the National Guard in 


sultative referendum.” 

The negotiations he referred 
to are being mediated by Organi- 
zation of American States (OAS) 
Secretary General Cesar Gaviria, 
who has been in Venezuela since 
Nov. 8 trying to get the govern- 
ment and the opposition to agree 
on an electoral solution to the 
country's political and social eri- 
SIS 

Gaviria on Wednesday called 
on the government and opposition 
to “return to the negotiating table” 
as a way to ease the last few days 
of rising tension.

Grupo antiinmigrante convoca 
seguidores para vigilar frontera

Tombstone (Arizona), 
(EFE).- Este fin de semana se 
reunira el grupo antiinmigrante 
Citizen Border Patrol en la po- 
blacion de Tombstone, Arizona, 
donde planean reunir a mas de 600 
voluntarios civiles que patrullaran 
la frontera mexico-estado- 
unidense. 

Chris Simcox, dueño y editor 
del periódico Tombstone Tum- 
bleweed dijo que el grupo tiene 
como meta frenar el paso de in- 
documentados y narcotraficantes 
a los Estados Unidos. 

Después de que, por segunda 
ocasión, Simcox convocara el mes 
pasado a los dueños de ranchos a 
formar una grupo paramilitar, 
concejales de la ciudad de Dou- 
glas y de Tombstone - ambas en 
Arizona - votaron en contra de 
cualquier tipo de operación de este 
upo. Lo mismo hicieron los su- 
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pervisores del Condado Pima. 

A pesar de las advertencias de 
las autoridades, Simcox informó 
que este fin de semana se reunirán 
los primeros voluntarios, (entre 
los que se encuentran rancheros y 
personas retiradas), miembros del 
grupo Citizen Border Patrol. 

La patrulla militar de ciuda- 
danos estadounidenses sería la 
tercera organización que opera en 
Arizona en contra de inmigrantes 
indocumentados; las otras dos son 
ramificaciones de Ranch Rescue 
de Texas y American Patrol, de 
California, que se dedican primor- 
dialmente a “cazar” indocumenta- 
dos con el argumento de que pro- 
tegen los ranchos en las zonas 
fronterizas. 

Simcox indicó que de nin- 
guna manera esta reunión violará 
la ley debido a que los voluntarios 
patrullarán propiedades privadas. 
Agregó que estaba satisfecho con 


las decisiones de las ciudades de 
Douglas y de Tombstones de pro- 
hibir las operaciones de grupos 
armados.

Simcox, de 41 años, aseguró 
que está poniendo en juego su 
vida con tal de frenar la inmi- 
gración ilegal y le pide a los re- 
sidentes del suroeste de Arizona 
que hagan lo mismo.

Antes de pertenecer al grupo, 
cada uno de los miembros tiene 
que pasar una investigación de 
antecedentes penales, así como 
obtener un permiso para portar 
armas de fuego. 

Simcox dijo que es muy fácil 
espantar a los indocumentados, 
calificándolo de hasta “divertido”.

His vilification of Saddam 
began in his State of the Union 
speech at the beginning of the 
year.

And as the vilification 
becomes shriller, news comes that 
some 250,000 American troops 
are in the region, ready to invade 
Iraq when winter comes. 

Though the attacks on Af- 
ghanistan on Oct. 7, 2001, 
launched the war on terrorism, we 
know that Bush now considers 
Iraq the first-priority threat to the 
Western world. Terrorism has 
been bumped down to second pri- 
ority. 

Why? 

The reason is that the oil-rich 
Arab and Muslim worlds are slip- 
ping out of Anglo-American con- 
trol. And the one country whose 
defection or collapse could be- 
come catastrophic is Saudi 
Arabia, which houses the world’s 
greatest fossil fuel reserves.
